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rence of Cauſes in the TraonſaQions of 

the Siege, and Relief of Barcelons; 

and my preſent Deſign is, to give GOD 
and Man their due Praiſe upon this Head, 
If it be- true, that the Preparations fur 
the reducing Barcelons were ſufficient for 
the taking that Town, and nothing prevent- 
ed that Deſign, or defeated the Succeſs of 
it, but the Storms and contrary Winds, Oc. 
which delay'd their Fleet; this brings us all 
back, where I wonld have had us begun 
our Acknowledgments; I meay, TO HIM 
that form'd the Elements, that arms them 
againſt his Enemics, and cauſes them to 
concurr in promoting or diſappointing the 
Projeas of Men, as they do or do not ſuit, 
and propagate theAppointments of his Pro- 
vidence; and thus we are naturally led to 
ung, Non notis Domine,non nobis, as betore,

If theſe Gentlemen, who are ſo loth to 
acknowledge Heaven fights againſt them, 
will have it-otherwiſe, they muſt acknow- 
ledge Dotage, and Infatuation has ſeiz'd 
their Councils; the Wiſdom of their wiſe 
Men is turn'd jato Fooliſhneſs ;, they bave 
taken wrong Meaſures in thinking to take 
Barrelonas from an Engliſh Garriſon with 
about 15cco Men ; and leave all the reft 
of 3pain ſo naked, as to be inſulted by a 
meer Mob of an Army, the Engliſh ant 
Durcb excepted, I mean from Portugal, 

We are now ask'd, but want is become 
of this French Army ? We were told, they 
were all broken and diſpers'd, how is that 
confhirm'd ? 

That the French Army was any other* 
wiſe diſperſs'd,than as th-y diſper(s'd them- 
ſelves tour the Convenience of making their 

Retreat 
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Retreat by different Paſſes thro' a moun- 
tainous Country, I cannot perceive any 
of our Accounts pretend to ; that their 
Reer might be purſued, often inſulted and 
attempted by the Miquelets, I make no 
queſtion ; but as theſe Mountaineers were 
no way able to make any regular Stand, 
and engage any Body »f the French, I be- 
lieve, they could do them ſmall Injury, 
other than haraſſing them, keeping them 
from Pcovitions, and make them march the 
more warily. 

But as they rais'd the Siege the v:ry next 
Day, or withia a Day or two, af:cr the 
Engliſh Succours wece !anded, it could not 
be poſhble my Lord Pererborough could put 
them ina Condition t5 march in Purliir ef 
the French; having alſo their Camp and S: 0» 
res to ſecure, which was juft then fallen into 
their Poſſeſſiuns; ſo that I b<cli-ve cn che 
whole,the French are retir'd with little other 
Loſs, than they reciev'd ia the Siege it ſelf, 

But if chey were not in the utmoſt Con- 
Kernation and Diftreſs, fay ſome, and if 
the Ulight was not with extream Precipi- 
tation, why did they not carry off their 
Cannon, and Stores ? 

This Queftion proceeds from the Igno- 
rance of che Enquirer, and I would anſwer 
it by asking another, viz. Who brought 
the Cannon and Stores, Rr! » Ard it will 
appear, as well as by the Nature of the 
thing, they could not have brought ſuch a 
Train, and ſuch vaſt Stores by Land, with- 
out the Aſſiſtance and abſolute Command 
of the Country, which "tis known they 
wanted both coming, as well as going z 
and therefore it was impraticable to carry 
their Cannon away, tho' they had made 
their Retreat with more Order and Leiſure 
than they did=—— 

I cannot quit this without noting here, to 
the mutual Praiſe of both the Generals, the 
Caſe of the 1400 diftreſs'd People, fick or 
wounded in the Camp, which the French 
found themſelves oblig'd to leave behind 
them. 

There is no queſtion, but had the Mi- 
quelers of Catalogniz been of the firft that 
entred the French Camp, they would in 
cold Blood and with true Spaniſh Mercy 
haye Cut all their Throats. But the Ma- 


reſchal de Theſſe has ated a handſome 
part, the Comment upon which may be 
larger, than ſome may expeR. 

The Ac-ounts tell us, that being oblig'd 
ia their P.. -*eat to leave 1500 Mean fick 
or woundca 12 their Camp, the Mareſchal 
de Thefſe, iu 2 very vbligiug and ſobmiſive 
Letcer, 1ccummended them to the Cle- 
mency and Geaer-1ity ef the Earl of Peter- 
borough. _ 

Todo Jukice to a generous Enemy, this 
wiil for ever give t;.c Mireſchai de Theſſe 
the Eh::ager to megot a Mii Cfirun Gal- 
laatry and Humeaity, that in his great 
Concern for tae $1i-'y «nd4 Retceat of bis 
Army, furget no! the miterable, who are 
too ofter. in ſuch Caſts abardou'd to the 
Mercy and Fury of their Puiſuers ; and 
iucis Me1cy on the other Hand ſeldom a- 
mounts to any more, than to give thcm a 
ſhorc Diſpatch intc the next World. 

The French General finding himſelf ob- 
lig'd to quit che Siege with Diſgrac, and 
that theſe Men mutt be ſacritiz'd to the 
Safety of the reft, chooſes to flye to the 
Clemency of the Engliſh General , and 
makes a very humble Addreſs to him in 
their Behalfz making no Difficulty to courc 
and ſubmit to his Enemy, rather than ex- 
poſe his Men to the Mercy of the Spen#ards. 

Nor is there any Queſtion to be made, 
but that this was the Reaſon, why they 
left 10000 Sacks of Meal, 3000 Barrels of 
Powder, avd all their Stores whole and un- 
deftroy'd ; which by the Laws of War it 
is uſual to burn or ſpoil on fuch Occaſions, 
but this was ſhowing one Courtefie, while 
they ask'd another. 

"Tis a hard Fate,. and one of the ſevereft 
that belongs to a Soldier ; that when he js 
wounded in the Service of his Country, or 
lick, and rendred unable to belp himſelf; 
he is often abandon'd to the Fury and mer- 
cileſs Revenge of the Bnemy; and 'tis very 
ſeldom, that a Care, Jike 1his, has been 
exerted by any General under oppreſs'd 
Circumftances, tho' to his own Friends ; 
and therefore I think, is a Debt due to the 
Reputation of Monlicur de 7befe, that he 
ated like a Man of Honour and Hu- 
manity.

But while I am owning the Vertue of 
an Bacmy, I muſt add ; that here is a dou- 
ble H:nuur done on the other Hand to the 
Engliſh ; firſt, to the Nation z ſccen.lly, to 
their General. 

To their Nation, in that the Enemy 
chooſe rather tv court the Generofity of 
the Engliſh, than truft the Cruelty of the 
Spaniard; or jn ſhort, that he knew the 
Engliſh «cre to be mov'd to a generous 
Pi'y, and were capable of receiving Im- 
preſhons from even the Miccries of their 
Enemic”, and compaſhuuate thoſe, that by 
th- Chance vi Wor, thould fall into theic 
Hands, tho? withuut any Conditious 3 That 
the En-liſh were a more genctuicy Nation 
than tbe Spamzrds ;, ard that it va with 

204 Gre uid he. truſted cheir G:atirude, 
i leaving them 4 Bovty ſo coutiderable, 
as was to be fund in their Camp» 

On che other hand, it is a particular and 
yery juſt Acknowledgment to my Lord 
Peterborough ;, who at the ſame time that 
their Flight had given Teftimony to his 
Valour and Condutt, now make an unuſual 
Acknowledgment of his Generoſty and 
Honuur. 

And tho' all that know my Lord Peter- 
borough, do know the CharaQter of his 
Goodneſs and Courtelie is univerſal; yet 
his Enemies could learn- it from nothing, 
unleſs general Report had reach 'd them : 
but by Concluſions drwan from his extra- 
ordinary Gallanrry in: the Field, which is 
ſcldom accompany 'd- with any thirg bar- 
barous. 

Nor could the miſerable SubjeQs have 
fallen into a Hand in Europe, more natu- 
rally bent to, and conttantly pleas'd with 
Atts of Generolity, th2n this noble Gene- 
ral z who, together with perhaps as much 
Fire as any Man in the World poflſefles in 
his Temper, has that known Mixture of 
Honour and Clemency in all his Adtions, 
that the French tick and wonnded bad been 
Gafe in his meer Compaſhon, had their 
own General. took no manner of Care ct 
them, 

This double Happineſs however has been 
the Security of thele Miſerables, from the 
barbarous Hands of the Caralans ; and our 
Accounts in general agiee, thac his Locd- 
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ſhip has not only proteRed them from theic 
Enemies, but has uſed them with the ſame 
Care and native Goodneſs, with which he 
treats all Mankind. 

"Tis no ſmall Felicity in Matters of War, 
to fall into the Hands of generous Ene- 
mies 3 and I know nothing, chat leaves a 
greater Blott upon the. Fame and Memory 
of the Romans, than theic Cruelry to their 
Captives ; this ſeem'd to me to be a chicf 
Remaia of cheir true original Barbarity,and 
principally owing to their Want of Chrittian 
Religion. 

It has been a Remark, 1 haye obſery'd on 
many Occaſions, and which I cannot think 
improper here—That the Chriſtian Rcli- 
gion has this one Teftimony to the Divini- 
ty of its Nature and Original, 80s which / 
tnow no greater, ſhort of Mirasle and Reves 
Iazion ; That it das civiliz'd the Nations as 
to their Manners and Temper, .evea theie 
where it has not bad a ſaving Operaticn, 

The Native Barbarity o Mind and of 
Cuftoms, that ja former Ages ſpread the 
World, has fled before that Candor,. that 
Temperand compaſſionateTenderneſswhich 
the Principles of Chriftianity have infus'd 
ivto the very Genias of the Nations, where 
it has been profe6'd 3 and which gives a 
glorious Teftimony, that the Chriftian 
Religioa is founded upon what is moſt a- 
greeable to the beſt. Methods of living,and 
effeQually ſuited tothe Temporal, as well 
as (he Eternal Felicity of Human Nature. 

Religion teaches Men to be MEN ; or 
as 1 would be underftood Men of Honour, 
Men of Compaſſion, Men-of Temper, Men 
of Humanity, and inftrutts them in every 
thing that's ſuited co Human Society ;, and 


th-refore theſe People, who fancy Religion- 
unhinges Men's Gallantry, are exceedingly 
ualifies a- 


miftakea: There is nothing 
Man fu be a Man of Honour, ſo much as 


Religion; the Chriftrian,and the Gentleman : 


are Terms ſo ſynonymous, that *cis very 
nard ro be cone without the other. - 

Again without Partiality, the 
of this are equaiiy viſible; - that in thoſe 
Nati-ns where Relig'vu has been more or 
leſs pnrg'd, more or leſs purely profe's'd,. 
choſe Nations have been more or leſs: pur- 
ged- from the Native Batbarities and Cru- 
eltics 


ces - 
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*1tics of Diſpoſition, which had formerly 
over-run the World. 

Thus the Proteſtant - without Partiallity 
claims a higher ſhare of this g:neral Hu- 
manity, than the Pepiſh Nations, who ſeem 
rather degenerated back to the Barbarirties 
chey were advanc'd from among, Nations 
profeſſing Chriftianicy ; thoſe that are the 
beſt Chiriſtiaas, are the moſt generous and 
comp2fionate ; thoſe that are leſs religivus, 
are conſequently moſt barbarous. 

Thus you have a manifeſt Difference be- 
ewecn the worſt Roman Catbolick Nations 
and the Muſcovites, theic latter retaining 
the more Barbariſms in their Cuftoms and 
Manners, by how much the Chriftian Re- 
Izzion has made but a faint Appearance, 
and ſhone but wich weak Gliimmcrings of 
its Light into the Minds of the People, 

The Engliſh are a Proof of this, and 
as they have known as much of the Chriftian 
Religion, as ary Nation in the World; (o 
they are known abroad to be as far from 
any thing barbarous in their Cuſtoms, Na- 
rure or Manners: I wiſh, 1 could ſay the 
ſame of them in their Treatment ot one 
another ar Home.
